Good for PresMont Ihir.liiig I In respect to the ratification of the 
pending treaties he refuses "to lobh.v. trade, supplicate or adminiah' 
in order to have them ratified. He did the best he knw how for the 
country in negotiating the treaties. The Senatte must ratify or 
fuse to ratify aeeordinp to the judgment of its own mcmben;. Tlie 
reaponaibility is now up to them. Tliey must do what they pleaae and 
accept the consequences, good or bad. 

The American people, the British, tthe bVeneli and tlie ,rai)anese 
want peace in tlie Far East. There will be no peace and no cessation 
of preparation for war except as the result of some agreement to do 
or not to do certain things. Such agreementa can be made onlj 
through thtir governments. They can be raehed only through neyroli- 
.'itions. In negotiating no government euii expect to have everything 
itf own way. No government did at Washington. We did nol. 

But what was accomplished there waa a dislainct gain. It was 
;he longest step ever made toward the final ending of war The 
governments and the peoples of all countries except our own ar. re;id\ 
to ratify. The American people are ready. The President is reaily. 
The majority of the Senate is ready. If the treaties arc not ratified 
i»y us, they M-ill fail entirely We shall then be right back where we 
were before the conference met. 

If a small number of senators have the power to prevent l atifiea- 
tion and choose to exercise it, the responsibility will be up to them. 
And for some of them there is an election due next Xovemher and 
iheir constituents can then decide whether thtey prefer unchecked 
ehans, slaughter and taxation to such steps toward belter conditions 
as the treaties now before the Senatte provide.

With a toUtI expenditure of $1,259, 
!<30,724, Colonel Forbea takea the posl 
lion that this Government h.is been 
iiM.ro lil)oral with it fformer soldier:; 
lliaii ai'V other country particiipatini; 
ill the conflict. He says; 

"Diirins the time that the Dr.rpau of 
War Risk Insurance and the Rehabil 
nation Division of the Federal noar.l 
of Vovational Education wer> in oji 
eratlon and during tho five ni' nths of 
1 xiistence of the preesnt Tnii vi R'ati s 
Veterans' Bureau, 1,418,91J claim.- 
have been made by veteran?, divided 
as follows: 486,884 for vocational 
training, 171,875 for Insurance, and 
T60.1S8 for death an ddlsabillty com- 
pensation. 

"Out of this number a total of 831,- 
767 claims have ben allowed by the 
bureau, while 472.170 have been dlsal 
lowed. On December 31, 12P1. there 
were 114,975 claims waiting: nnal ad- 
judication.

442,993 in premiums and $993,897 was 
set aside for insurance dividends.
